Mark Planche was in his bed¬ 
room on Sunday afternoon 
when he heard someone out¬ 
side screaming, “The house is 
on fire!” 

“I looked out my window; 
I smelled smoke. I got the hell 
out,” he said. 

Still in his pyjama pants, 
Planche watched from across 
the street as a fire destroyed 
the home next to his house, 
and two more beside it, around 
12:30 p.m. on Sunday. 

“There are three houses 
that are a total writeoff,” said

District Chief Lome Corbett, 
standing in front of the con¬ 
sumed homes in Lewis Estates, 
as firefighters doused hot spots 
Sunday afternoon. 

There were no injuries at 
the two-alarm blaze, and a dog 
was saved from one of the burn¬ 
ing homes, Corbett said. 

“Our firefighters went in, 
they located that dog, they re¬ 
turned it to the owners and the 
dog is OK,” he said. 

Corbett credited a quick de¬ 


fensive attack from crews and 
low winds with keeping the fire 
under control. 

“If this was a high kilo¬ 
metre wind, this most defin¬ 
itely would have involved a few 
more houses to the east,” he 
said. 

The home Planche has 
lived in for eight years suffered 
scorched siding and cosmetic 
damage. 

As he watched firefighters 
douse hot spots, Planche said 
he was happy no one was hurt. 

“You can replace stuff. Stuff 
is just stuff. Everyone got out, 
all the animals are safe,” he 
said. 

Matt Germsheid had just put 
his son down for a nap when 
he looked outside and saw the 
house next to his neighbour’s 
home on fire. By the time he 
got his son and a pair of shoes, 
the fire had spread to his neigh¬ 
bour’s house.

Gunfire turns parade 
into pandemonium

Gunmen opened fire on doz¬ 
ens of people marching in a 
neighbourhood Mother’s Day 
parade in New Orleans on 
Sunday, wounding at least 19 
people, police said. 

The FBI said that the shoot¬ 
ing appeared to be “street vio¬ 


lence” and wasn’t linked to 
terrorism. 

Many of the victims were 
grazed and most of the 
wounds weren’t life-threat¬ 
ening, according to a police 
news release. No deaths were 
reported by Sunday night.

Three dead, three kids 
rescued in U.S. standoff 



New Jersey. Mother, 
44 , and her son, 13, 
found dead;suspect 
killed by police as he 
held three kids — 18, 
16 and four — captive 


The bodies of a woman and 
her 13-year-old son were found 
after a days-long standoff, and 
her boyfriend was killed as 
officers stormed the home to 
rescue three other children he 
had been holding captive, au¬ 
thorities said Sunday. 

Police officers went to the 
South Trenton home Friday 
afternoon after reports that 
some of the children hadn’t 
been to school in 12 days, au¬ 
thorities said Sunday at a news 
conference. Officers entered 
the home through a rear door 
and smelled an odour consist¬ 
ent with that of a decomposing 
body, Trenton Police Director 


Ralph Rivera 
Jr. said. 

They found 
38-year-old 
Gerald “Skip” 
Murphy in an 
upstairs bed¬ 
room, and he 
told them he 
was armed 
with a gun 
and explo¬ 
sives and had three children 
with him, Mercer County Pros¬ 
ecutor Joseph L. Bocchini Jr. 
said. Officers retreated from 
the second floor and rescued a 
19-year-old man from the base¬ 
ment, who said he hadn’t seen 
his mother or siblings since 
about April 24. 

A SWAT team was called in, 
and an arson bomb unit also 
appeared on the scene. Police 
said Murphy could be seen 
from a window holding a black 
handgun. 

Police remained in con¬ 
tact with Murphy throughout 
the 37-hour-long standoff and 


passed food into the home 
through an upstairs window, 
state police Col. Rick Fuentes 
said. Murphy kept the captives 
with him inside the roughly 
10-foot-by-l 1-foot bedroom 
throughout the standoff, au¬ 
thorities said. 

Officers stormed the home 
at around 3:45 a.m. Sunday. Po¬ 
lice said they shot Murphy be¬ 


cause he was threatening one 
of the children. 

He was taken to hospital 
and died of his injuries. 

Authorities found the bod¬ 
ies of Carmelita Stevens and 
her teenage son in separate 
bedrooms. Police said Stevens 
appeared to have died two 
weeks ago.

Turkey says it won’t get into Syrian war 


Twin car bombs. 

Biggest incident of

Turkey’s prime minister 
vowed Sunday his country 
won’t be drawn into Syria’s 
civil war, despite twin car 
bombings the government 


believes were carried out by a 
group of Turks with close ties 
to pro-government groups in 
Syria.

refugees and rebels just across 
from Syria’s Idlib province.

It also 
wounded dozens of people, 
including 50 who remained 
hospitalized Sunday. 

Turkey has firmly sided 
with the Syrian opposition, 
hosting its leaders along with 
rebel commanders and pro¬ 
viding refuge to hundreds of 
thousands of Syrian refugees.

Sleepless in Israel. Critics 
restless over Netanyahu’s 
$127K bed on 5-hour flight 


Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu will seek 
alternate sleeping arrange¬ 
ments when travelling after 
receiving a sky-high bill for 
installing a customized bed 
on a recent flight to London, 
officials close to the leader 
said. 

Netanyahu found himself 
facing a public uproar on 
Sunday after Israel’s Chan¬ 
nel 10 TV reported over the 
weekend that he had spent 
$127,000 US in public funds 
on a special sleeping cabin for 
the five-hour flight to attend 
Margaret Thatcher’s funeral 
last month. 

Netanyahu’s office initial¬ 
ly defended the decision, say¬ 
ing the prime minister had a 
busy schedule ahead of the 
flight and needed to be fresh 
for important meetings in 
Britain. 

But following public criti¬ 
cism, officials close to Netan¬ 
yahu said late Saturday that 
he had been unaware of the 
cost, and once informed, or¬ 
dered the bed be cancelled on 
all future flights. 

The uproar comes at a 
delicate time. Netanyahu’s 
government is in the pro¬ 
cess of drawing up a budget 



expected to include painful 
austerity measures and tax 
increases due to a widening 
deficit. 

On Saturday night, several 
thousand people took to the 
streets in Tel Aviv and other 
cities to protest the expected 
budget cuts. 

Earlier this year, Netanya¬ 
hu stopped buying ice cream 
from his favourite Jerusalem 
parlour after an Israeli news¬ 
paper discovered his office 
was spending $2,700 a year 
for the frozen treat.

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Illegal-downloading 
megasuits rear head 
north of the border 


Anti-piracy battle. 

Case involving Teksavvy, 
Voltage Pictures could 
pave way for U.S.-style 
actions on file-sharing 


Massive lawsuits targeting 
people who illegally down¬ 
load copyrighted content are 
common in the U.S., where 
people have been stuck with 
hefty fines and out-of-court 
settlements. Now there’s an at¬ 
tempt to bring that to Canada. 

At the centre of the ef¬ 
fort is Canipre, the only anti¬ 


piracy enforcement firm that 
provides forensic services to 
copyright-holders in Canada. 

The Montreal-based firm 
has been monitoring Canadian 
users’ downloading of pirated 
content for several months. It 
has now gathered more than 
one million different evidence 
files, according to its manag¬ 
ing director Barry Logan. 

One of its clients is now 
before Federal Court in To¬ 
ronto, requesting customer 
information for over 1,000 IP 
addresses — a user’s unique 
Internet signature — collected 
by Canipre. 

That client is the American 
studio Voltage Pictures, maker 


of hundreds of films, includ¬ 
ing the Academy-Award-win- 
ning Hurt Locker. On the other 
side of the case is Teksavvy, an 
Ontario-based Internet provid¬ 
er. The IP addresses flagged by 
Canipre link back to its users. 

The case is set to resume 
next month. If the court or¬ 
ders Teksavvy to hand over 
customer info, it could be the 
beginning of a new chapter in 
the anti-piracy battle in Can¬ 
ada. 

“We have a long list of cli¬ 
ents waiting to go to court,” 
said Logan, who estimates that 
about 100 different companies 
are paying close attention to 
the case, the Canadian press

Eveiy time Los Angeles exhales, 
odd-looking gadgets anchored 
in the mountains above the 
city trace the invisible puffs of 
carbon dioxide, methane and 
other greenhouse gases that 
waft skyward.

Much as I carp, cavil and complain about Edmon¬ 
ton, it’s good to be coming home.

Family takes centre stage for

Isla Fisher heats up this 
summer’s hit blockbusters 


Now you see her — 
twice. With Gatsby 
and Now You See Me, 
Fisher packs a one-two 
summer-movie season 
punch 


Yes, that’s Isla Fisher ap¬ 
pearing in two of the first 
major films of the season: the 
latest adaptation of F. Scott 
Fitzgerald’s The Great Gatsby, 
as well as the crime caper 
Now You See Me. 

“It’s really exciting,” Fish¬ 
er says. “I guess I don’t feel 
any pressure because I’m not 
the lead in either movie.” 

In Gatsby, she’s the ill- 


fated Myrtle Wilson — log¬ 
ging precious, but little, 
screen time. In Now You 
See Me, Fisher plays one of 
a quartet of magicians who 
use their talents to take back 
money from immoral mil¬ 
lionaires and return it to 
the people they bilked. The 
film boasts an all-star cast, 
including Morgan Freeman 
and Woody Harrelson. “And 
Mark Ruffalo is chasing after 
us, and Melanie Laurent and 
Michael Caine,” she adds in a 
recent interview. “(It’s) basic¬ 
ally a lot of people nominated 
for Oscars — and then me, 
a SAG member, committing 
these heists.” 

During filming of Now You 
See Me, Fisher (whose first 
name is pronounced EYE-luh) 


had a close call. 

“I was chained under¬ 
water,” the 37-year-old Aus¬ 
tralian-raised actress recalls. 
“I had a quick release on my 
wrists and a quick release on 
my feet, but the chain that 
was tying my wrists to my 
ankles ... It got looped around 
the bottom of the tank. I’d al¬ 
ready been under for two-and- 
a-half minutes, and I couldn’t 
get up for air. And I did have 
a moment of, just, ‘Oh my 
gosh. Not in a swimming cos¬ 
tume. No one wants to go in a 
swimming costume.’” 

Fisher, who has two chil¬ 
dren with actor-husband 
Sacha Baron Cohen, seemed 
poised for name-above-the- 
title stardom after a break¬ 
out performance in the 2005 


comedy Wedding Crashers 
and headlining the 2010 
comedy Confessions of a 
Shopaholic, which grossed 
more than $100 million 
worldwide. 

But that success did not 
catapult her to leading- 
lady stardom. Instead, she’s 
stayed steadily employed as 
a working character actor. “I 
naturally gravitate towards 
people who don’t mind get¬ 
ting ugly,” Fisher says. “That’s 
why I think I’ve not really 
enjoyed the ‘ingenue’ road, 
or at least it has not been of¬ 
fered to me, because I’m will¬ 
ing to pull a bad face, and to 
sweat a bit. Or glow.”

To friend or not to 
friend Mom on 
Facebook? 

Josh Knoller, a young profes¬ 
sional in New York City, spent 
years refusing his mother’s 
“friend request” on Facebook 
before, eventually, “caving in.” 

Today they have an agree¬ 
ment: she’ll tiy not to make 


embarrassing comments, 
and he can delete them if 
she does. 

One in three mothers are 
connected with their teens 
over Facebook, according to 
the social networking giant’s 
review of how users self- 
identify. 

With more than one bil¬ 
lion Facebook users, that’s 
a lot of mothers and kids 
keeping in touch through 
social media, says Fordham 


University communications 
professor Paul Levinson, 
author of New New Media. 
“Facebook has been a boon 
to family relationships,” says 
Levinson. 

Kelly McBride, an assistant 
professor of communications 
at LaSalle University in Phila¬ 
delphia, says her students 
who “friend” their mothers 
keep their Facebook pages be¬ 
nign, using other social media 
like Instagram or Twitter for 


the racy stuff. 

“They may be willing to 
‘friend’ their mother, but 
when they do, they take down 
the drinking or partying or 
suggestive photographs,” she 
says. 

Meanwhile, parent¬ 
ing expert Susan Newman 
recommends that mothers 
wait until their children are 
independent adults before 
friending them.

Is three really more stressful? 


New study. Weighing 
in on a report that 
claims three is the 
most stressful number 
of kids to have

One of my favourite lines 
from The Simpsons is when 
Bart complains he is having 
the worst day of his life. “So 
far,” responds his unsympa¬ 
thetic yet correctly predictive 
father Homer. 

I liken that to a study by To- 
day.com that suggests three is 
the most stressful number of 
children to have. 

A mom of three explains 
that, versus two kids, the 
stress level increases when 
it comes to things like cross¬ 
ing the street. I would agree 
that getting three kids to do 
anything in tandem is harder 
than getting two kids to do it. 
But I have four kids, and to the 
best of my recollection, I don’t 
recall sprouting an extra arm 
when that last child arrived. 

Maybe for moms of three, 
three is the most stressful 


number of children for them 
to have ... so far. 

The study indicates moth¬ 
ers of more than three kids, 
on average, described them¬ 
selves as at a lower stress level 
than their triumvirate sisters. 

It concludes that families 
with more than three children 
experience the Duggar Effect, 
referencing the TLC reality 
family with 19 children. 

While I am 15 short of this 
number, I admit older kids 
can, on occasion, help young¬ 
er kids. But does that really 
offset the stress of know¬ 
ing you have more children 
to feed, clothe, potty train, 
change sheets for, teach how 
to drive, suffer through first 
dates with, explain birth con¬ 
trol to and pay post-secondary 
education for? According to 
MoneySense.ca, the average 
cost of raising a child in Can¬ 
ada is almost $245,000. Add¬ 
ing this expense for each child 
doesn’t raise your stress level? 
Really? 

I’m not saying that three 
kids aren’t stressful for a lot 
of people. It can be. Just like it 
is veiy stressful for some par¬ 
ents of one child, two, four, 
five, etc. I call it the Pitter 
Patter Principle. (The original 
Peter Principle I’m referencing 
states that people are promot¬ 
ed to a level of incompetency.) 



Perhaps those who are lucky 
enough to actively choose the 
number of children they have 
sometimes also reach beyond 
the level of what they would 
see as acceptable stress. They 
are not incompetent in this 
way, of course; they just learn 


when to stop. 

So what comes first? The 
proverbial chicken or the fer¬ 
tilized egg? The stress of hav¬ 
ing kids or the stress level of 
the parents prior to having 
them? Since we can’t give 
back the number of children 


we had past the third one to 
do a truly fair comparison (I 
may have tried), I guess we’ll 
never know, kathy buckworth

According to a study pub¬ 
lished by Drexel University’s 
Center for Labour Markets 
and Policy, teens who spend 
some time bagging groceries 
or cyphoning fries into happy 
meals have a larger shot at suc¬ 
cess throughout their career. 

Paul Harrington, a Drexel 
University labour economist 
and lead author of the study, 
says that work experience in a 
formal job during high school 
(from ages 16 to 19) corres¬ 
pond to a 20 to 25 per cent 
increase in salaiy for teens 


almost a decade later. In this 
case, a “formal” job means a 
gig in food service or retail for 
a larger company, as opposed 
to work like babysitting or cut¬ 
ting the neighbor’s grass. High 


school students who work, he 
says, are also more likely to 
have a job a decade after high 
school than their peers. The 
numbers are even stronger for 
teen boys, Harrington says. 


“I think there’s a dignity in 
work,” Harrington says. “It’s 
really important for people to 
understand how they contrib¬ 
ute to making an organization 
function. The way you under-

stand how that works is by do¬ 
ing it.” 

The other piece of data that 
the study revealed is that at¬ 
tendance in high school is a 
very strong indicator of good 
things to come. Harrington 
says that having high daily at¬ 
tendance in school means that 
students have a much higher 
chance of graduating from col- 
lege. 

“Woody Allen said 90 per 
cent of life is showing up,” 
Harrington says. “Turns out he 
was right.”

The Drexel University 
study also found that as 
the economy has suffered, 
jobs for teens have become 
more difficult to come by. 
In the Metro Philadelphia 
area, for example, the 
study revealed that in 
2000, about 44 per cent of 
teens between the ages of 
16 and 19 had jobs. Today, 
that number has fallen to 
25 per cent, mostly due to 
the lack of employment op¬ 
portunities, and also to the 
fact that older workers are 
holding onto jobs longer 
than they have in previous 
decades.
